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DETAILED ACTION 
Drmvings 

The drawings were received on August 23, 2004. These drawings are acceptable. 


Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 1-24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In regards to claim 1 1, the prior art of record, either singularly or in combination, does 
not disclose or suggest the combination of limitations including wherein the first fly eye lens 
comprises a plurality of lens cells corresponding to a plurality of n x m lens cells of the second 
fly eye lens, respectively, and wherein n and m are integers greater than 2. Note that while 
Figures 2(A) and 3(A) of lechika appear to disclose a plurality of cells in the first fly eye lens 40 
that correspond to a plurality of cells in the second fly eye lens 50, it is only the cells in the 1^ 
columns (two center columns) that correspond. Therefore, the plurality of lens cells of the first 
fly eye lens correspond to a plurality of n x m lens cells of the second fly eye lens, where either n 
or m could only be an integer of 2, not greater than 2. 

In regards to claim 16, the prior art of record, either singularly or in combination, does 
not disclose or suggest the combination of hmitations including wherein an optical axis of said 
each second lens is substantially co-located at a center of the physical dimensions of each 
corresponding second lens cell. Note that Figure 2(A) of lechika discloses the optical axis of all 
the lens cells in the first fly eye lens are offset from the center of the corresponding lens cell. 
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Therefore, it cannot be considered that the optical axes of any of these lens cells are 
"substantially co-located at a center of the physical dimensions".
